Amendment to Wisconsin Pee Labeling Regulations. 


General Order No. 11-R, of the Wisconsin Department of Markets, 
which becomes effective June 1, 1924, has been amended by adding the following 
paragraph: 


"Definition of the term 'Label'. The term ‘label’ shall 
mean only a label which is owned by the person who markets the peas.” 


The Department further states: 


"General Order 11-R, requiring that the label upon a can of 
peas beer a statement of the variety and size of the peas, has been amended so 
that a Wisconsin canner may attach buyers' labels even though they do not comply 
with the requirements. The statute imposes no liability upon either the canner 
Or buyer under these circumstences, except that the buyer may not use such labels 
when reselling or otherwise marketing the pees inside of Wisconsin. This action 
wes taken in response to the practically unanimous sentiment of pea packers and 


jobbers expressed at a public hearing held in Madison on April 2. The order, as 
amended, is effective June 1, 1924," 


The only effect of this change is thet buyers’ labels will not 
be affected when the goods so labeled are shipped out of Wisconsin. In all other 
respects, it stands as made, 


This Time it was the Old Pump’ 


The N.C.A. has just completed the investigation of a very in= 
teresting outbreak at a small college in the South, which wes reported to us by 
One of our member canners. 
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About ten students and members of the faculty were attacked 
with severe digestive disturbance at about the sere time and canned foods were 
et first suspected Ly one of the attending physiciens. It later developed, howe 
ever, that a great many other persons had eaten of the suspected food without 
injury end in looking for another possible ceuse of the illness, it was found 
that on account of trouble with the pump which furnished their drinking water 
supply, temporary use had been made of water from a pond which was undoubtedly 
polluted. 


Raspberry Mosaic and Flue Stem. 


The recent developments in the study of the “running out" 
diseeses of raspberries are summarized in Circular 75 of the New York Agricul- 
tural Experiment Stetion, Geneva, New York, iseued March 1, 1924, the N.C.A. 
Raw Products Research Bureau advises.

Federal Trede Commission Rules egeinst Wholesaler for 
Misrevresertation. 


A complaint of particuler interest to manufecturers and 
dealers in food products has recently been issued by the Federal Trade Commission 
against a wholesale distributor in New York City. 


It is charged that unfair methods of competition were used 
in the advertisement and sele of a well known brand of beking powder which had 
been shipped abroad for use by the United States irmy. A large amount of this 
baking powder was not used and was returned to this country, where it was vour- 
chased by the distributor. During this time, the baking powder was advertised 
and sold without disclosing in any way to the purchaser the fact that it wes 

deteriorated.

My dear Mr. Gorrell: 


I have your letter of March 18. I1 have read 
with interest your discussion of tne economic consequences result- 
ing from the outbreake of botulism in previous years. I can assure 
you that the Deparcmeat shares your concern with respect to the dan- 
ger from improperly canned food products, be they commercially packed 
or ncme canned. It is li'tewise concerned with the effect which may 
be produced upon the canning industry, which is after all an agri- 
cultural industry, through a loss of confidence on the part of the 
buying public. 


We have noted with the utmost approval the es- 
tablishment of large grants for research upon food poisoning by: your 
Rssociation and the constructive information which has resulted from 
this work. Our own investigations, wnich you know have been exten- 
sive and have covered even a greater period than those covered by 
your Associetion, have paralleled your own in a great many respects.

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Our recosnition of the serious character of 
the vresent situation hes led to the appointment of a Departmentel 
committee which is plenning © campeign of the widest publicity for 
the purpose of emphasizing the precavtions necessary for the pre- 
paration and handling of ail vypes of home canned foods. We have 
recognized in instructions heretofore issued to extension workers 
throughout the country the necessity for the greatest vere in the 
handling of canned food products. Papere covering these preceu- 
tions have been distributed widely among the workers who are co- 
Operating with the Department in the field. In Farmers’ Pulle- 
tin 1211 there is « clear recognition of the impossibility of 
sterilizing by water bath methods, foods which have besome in- 
fected with spores of Bacillus botulinus. In appreciation, however, 
of the fact that precautionary measures must be cerried even fur- 
ther, the Committee to which I have referred has been appointed and 
is now engaged in e study of the situation. 


It is obvious that steps must be taken to bring 
about a general recognition of the fact that the utmost care must 
be exercised in the selection for canning of fresh, wholesome foods, 
that dispatch and scrupulous cleanliness in handling must be the 
rule, and that processing methods must be employed which will ren- 
der the foods safe so far as is humanly possibie. “very effoit 
must also be made to emphasize the fact that notwithstanding the 
employment of scrupulous precautions there is always a possibility 
of an unforeseen mechanicel breakdown and that therefore there 
exists an absolute necessity for the entire elimination of spoiled 
products et every point between the process kettle and the consumer. 


It is the Department's intention to emphasize 
gll of these necessities with respect to canned foods. I feel con- 
fident that we cen count on your Association for whole-hearted co- 
operation in this program.
